A BUSY DAY. 


Judge Van Wagoner Deals Out Justice to 
Numerous Claimants. 

Jude Van Wagoner had an unusually interest- 
ing Saturday morning docket to-day. The prin- 
cipal nratters brought before him were, of course, 
the appearance of the parties connected withthe 
police scandal, and the tenderance of bonds by 
the same. Aside from this there was the hearing 
of the habeas corpus case of Rosa Anderson. 
This is the case of a 18-year-old girl who was sent 
to the House of Refuge by Mayor Ewing on com- 
plaint of the police. Mrs. Lippincott, the mother 
of the girl, by her attorney, Mr. Presly N. Jones, 
appeared in court some time ago, and procured a 
writ of habeas corpus on Superintendent Shaffer 
of the House of Refuge for the body of Rosa An- 
derson. Mr. Jones claimed then that the 
Mayor had no _ authority in law to 
send any child into confinement. City Counselor 
Bell appeared to answer to the writ of habeas 
cerpas, and the matter ef the Mayor’s authority 
in the premises was argued. It was decided by 
the court that the Mavor bad such power. On 
motion of Mr. Jones to-day was set for hearing 
the question of whether Mrs. Lippincott was | 
proper person to take charge of Rosa. A swa 
of wilnesses were exainined, those for the prose- 
cution testifying to the good character of Mrs. 
Lippineott and the child, and those for the de- 
fense testifying that the character of both was 
bad. Mrs. Lippincott on the stand said that Rosa 
was her daughter, and that she needed her; that 
she would take good care of her, etc,, but adinit- 
ted that she lived on Almond street in 
a bad vicinity, and that she had no 
permanent means of support. The 
little girl testified that ber mother had always 
treated her well, Several police officers were ex- 
amined and their evidence was to the effect that 
both mother and daughter were exceedingly de- 
praved; that the daughter, as a flower- 
girl, was wicked far beyond her 
years. Judge Van Wagoner, after giving tue 
matter due deliberation, remanded Rosa to the 
House of Refuge.

EDUCATIONAL MATTERS. 


Additions to the State University Building— 
Interesting Notes. 

“Ves, the old State building will receive some 
very valuable additions,” remarked: Mr. W. H. 
Kirchoer, the architect of the State University 
Building, to a Post-DisPATCH reporter this morn- 
ing. “Ibe whole building will be lighted by elec- 
trie light and warmed by steam,” he continued. 
“All the improvements will come within the ap- 
propriation made by the Legislature. The build- 
ing as it will be when complet- 
ed will present a north front and 
West Ena view. It will be four stories high, with 
a basement, and a front of 346 feet.” 

“You intend adding a new chapel, I believe?” 

“Yes. The aew eastern wing. a portion to the 
left of the eastern tower, will constitute the new 
chapel and library hall, Tue chapel on the ground 
floor, With gallery, will be seventy-five feet front 
avd 110 feet deep, with a seating. capacity ol 
2,000.’ 

What of the new library hall?” 

“The new library hall will be 
above the gallery. There will be 
a hall and stairway beiween the old building and 
each of the additions. A hallWay twenty-three 
feet wide running east and. west drvides the west 


wing.” 
“You intend to Keep up the museum feature?” 
“Yes. A portion north of ihe library ball will 
constitute the museum, anda part south of the 
hall. 75 by 46 feet, will be divided into recitation 


rooms.”’

The stock of wheat (in flourand wheat) In 
Liverpool on October 31 was equal to over 8,350,- 
000 bu, or 2,000,000 Du larger than three months 
earlier,on July 31.

ACCORDING to the authority of Indicted 
Commissioner Lutz, the members of the po- 
lice force are forbidden to have an opinion 
as to whether Indicted Commissioner LUTZ 
is guilty or not. This isa new doctrine. It 
is not laid down in the policeman’s bible, it 
is not on the statute book nor, the city or- 
dinances, but since Indicted Commissioner 
Lurz says that it is so, it is 80. Of 
course the rule which applies to 
a Police Commissioner applies with still 
greater force to the Governor, who appoints 
the Commissioners and who holds their 
blank resignations, and each and every po- 
iceman must be required to abstain from 
having @ belief about Governor CRITTEN- 
DEN’s guilt.

Especiaily in St. Louis will he find 
that the majority, either from want of pub- 
lic spirit or from incapacity for the duties of 
citizenship, has surrendered the control of 
public affairs to a few professional politi- 
ciaus who are permitted to run things for 
their own profit, 

Of more than 80,000 citizens qualified to 
vote not more than 55,000 care enough for the 
privilege to register their names, and of the 
registered voters only 15,000 voted in the last 
election. An average vote is 25,000. 

When a Grand Jury comes into court with a 
lot of indictments, arraigning as conspirators 
against the law the very officials who have 
been selected to operate its machinery for 
the conservation of social order and the pub- 
lic interest, there is, of course, a great effer- 
vescence of popular indignation. Men who 
never attend a primary, who seldom register 
and hardly ever vote, exhibitso much feel- 
ing as to raise some hope that the next elec- 
tion will turn the rascals out. But the in- 
dicted ringsters laugh at the commotion, 
sneer at the Grand Jury, and behave like a 
pevy of comedians ona frolic when they 
apply at the Court House to give bond. 
Some of them can say: “We have been 
through all this before. It is only the fizz of 


soda water. Former indictments have cost 
us but a small percentage of our 
plunder, and have not, in the least, 


impairea our influence. The excitement 
soon wore off, and those good citizens 
were soonready, as they will be again. to 
have us relieve them of the trouble of ruling 
this great city and wiziding its political 
influence in the affairs of the State and 
Nation.” 

What care these men fora public senti- 
ment that never makes itself felt in conven- 
tions orat the ballot-box? What cares Gov. 
CRITTENDEN or eny other aspiring poltician 
for the advice, the wishes or the interests of 
people who “dun’t count” in nominations or 
elections? Political bosses, permitted to rule 
by the apathy of the majority, can generally 
manage so, while gorging themselves with 
ili-getten gainsand fillingall the veins of 
public life with corruption, that they don’t 
care a snap for criminal prosecutions. They 
fear nothing but that vigilant public spirit 
which drives all ‘“‘busses” and all tarnished 
or suspected characters out of politics, An 
ounce of prevention at the ball ot-box is 
worth more thau a ton of cure in the courts.

A Training School for Nurses Now 
Being Talked Up. 


———— 


The School to be Under the Auspices of the 
Red Cross Association and Located at One 
of the Hospitals—The Necessity for Trained 
Nurses—What the Red Cross Society Is. 


ON  ————————————— 


An effort is being made to establish anew in- 
stitution inthis city inthe .shape of a training 
school for nurses. That such an ‘nsttution I 
necessary, none who have given the subject any 
thought will attemptto deny, and an effort to- 
wards the establishment of one will meet with 
hearty support from all who know anything about 
the necessities of a sick-room. Those who have 
not such knowledve can, of course, form no idea 
of the advantage to a sick person or an invalid of 
having a trained, Gntellicent nurse to attend to 
his wants. It is generally supposed that almost 


aly personcan act as nurse who is willing to 
aitend to a sick person, who can pour out 
medicine and lifta helpless head. but of course 
suchis not the case. A nurse must have a creat 
many requisites in addition to a quiet presence, a 
soft touch and a tender heart. She must havea 
fair knowledge of medicine, of dangerous symp- 
toms and ntist kuow howto act in emerveneies. 

fodern systems of treatinent of the sick in both 
medicine and surgery require so much of a 
nurse thatonly a special education can render 
her a reliabie and competent assistaut to a physi- 
cian. When these facts are taken into considera- 
tion, the public will ne coubt join medical men in 
the hope thatthe school will be established at an 
early date, and that there will be much strife 
among women to obtain.a scholarship. This leaas 
to the remark that the establishment of the school 
will open up amother avenue for the relief’ of 
women who are compelled to earn their own liv- 
ing. There is no work ¢o well suited to women as 
nursing. .At the side of Lie sick, smoothing back 
the hair from the fevered brow, calming the nerv- 
ous or delirious patient, soothing to sieep with 
aoft touches of the hand, woman ts indeed ‘‘a min- 
istering angel.” There are mullitudes of women

who would cagery embrace an opportunity to 
receive that special training which would make 
them competent nurses. The leading training 
sohool for nurses in the country is attached to the 
Bellevue Hospital, New York, It was establisned 
ten years ago, And bas through the charity of the 
pubiic partly, and partly by the Increase from Its 
purse syste, prospered very nicely. 

The demand for traived nurses in New York is 

reat. When a family is so unfortunate as to have 

sick member Almond them the value of a nurse 
who is thoroughiy trained in ber calling will be 
readily apmieciated, and the advantages of a 
training-school for nurses may easily be seen. 
Mere in St. Louis there aré very few educated 
nurses. The hospitals have most of them, but 
even the superintendents of those institutions 
lement the lack of inteiligent, attentive woinen, 
who can berelied upon to act mm that capacity. 
This fact is not generally Known, apd itis really 
deriorable, in the light of the Knowledge that tiun- 
dreds of women Would rather tuinister to the sick 
shan do anything else inthe line of labor. , The 
promoters of the proposed training school for 
nurses in this cily are the officers ot the Red 
Cross Association, and the schwol, it ts Intended, 
will be operated uncer its auspices, When estab- 
lished it will be located at one of the hospitals 
where the very best training can be bad under the 
direction ot oie and experienced physicians. The 
ladies who join the school will be put througha 
course of instruction in ‘branches of medicine, 
surgery, bandaging, etc. Lectures wiil be deiltv- 
e in courses during the termi on selgery, dis- 
eases, fluids of tue bouy, obstetPics and hyziene. 
What conditions canaidates for tralnimg are to be 
offered, itis tmpossible to say at present, as the 
whole matter is in an embryolic state. A general
